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REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action mailed on December 8, 2003 . 
Claims 1, 25, 49, and 73 are amended, and no claims are cancelled or added; as a result, 
claims 1-96 remain pending in the patent application. 

§10 3 Rejection of the Claims 

Claims 1-96 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Iwai et al 
(U.S. 5,175,681) in light of Immerman et al (U.S. 6,574,617). 

Applicant has amended the independent claims of the application to incorporate 
functional language describing derivation and generation of docketing data and tasks, 
differentiating both data from the known art and providing further detail as to functions 
performed within the present invention that are not performed within Iwai or Immerman. The 
functional language presented further relates the tasks module to the matter module, as the 
relationship between generated tasks and the docketing data in light of the patent laws and rules 
governing patent prosecution is more fully recited. 

In light of these amendments, applicant believes the pending claims are distinctly 
different from the pending claims, for the reasons stated above and as presented in the previous 
amendment and response. Applicant therefore respectfully requests reexamination and 
allowance of these pending claims.
